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THE    FIELD   AT  HOME 


AS  the  immigrants  file  down  the 
gangway  of  the  ocean  liner  at 
the  landing  stage  of  our  ports, 
very  few  think  of  the  great  drama  that 
is  being  then  and  there  enacted.  New 
actors  are  entering  on  the  stage  of  our 
national  life ;  they  have  come  to  play 
their  part  in  the  upbuilding  of  our 
great  Canadian  commonweal.  By 
them  the  religious,  racial,  social  and 
economic  composition  of  our  country 
is  to  be  deeply  affected.  These  hetere- 
genous  elements  will  gradually  filter 
into  the  stream  of  our  life  and  trans- 
form it. 

No  Canadian  who  sees  beyond  the 
surface  of  passing  events  can  con- 
template with  an  indifferent  mind  and 
a  disinterested  heart  this  transforma- 
tion which  the  problem  of  immigra- 
tion necessarily  implies.  For  to  Church 
and  Country  every  new  Canadian  is 
to  be  an  asset  or  a  liability.  He  will 
influence  for  better  or  for  worse  the 
future  destines  of  both.  And  as  in  a 
movement  of  mass-immigration  these 
new  elements  generally  come  from  the 
lower  strata  of  the  migrating  nations, 


this  influence  will,  to  a  very  large  ex- 
tent, depend  on  environment.  To  the 
contact  of  the  immigrant  with  the 
country  and  its  institutions,  with  the 
Church  and  its  saving  influence  rests 
more  with  us  than  with  him.  His  atti- 
tude will  be  very  much  what  we  will 
make  it. 

The  Church  in  Canada  has  under- 
stood this  duty  she  owes  to  Herself 
and  to  Her  children  who  come  to  Her 
from  other  lands.  In  the  Plenary 
Council  of  Quebec.  Our  Bishops  have 
outlined  a  policy  of  action  for  the  tem- 
poral and  spiritual  welfare  of  Catho- 
lic immigrants.  (Tit.  VIII.  C.  VI.  No. 
332-333.) 

This  care  of  the  immigrant  is  the 
specific  object  of  the  Sisters  of  Service. 
He  it  at  the  port  or  in  their  Hostels  in 
our  large  cities,  or  out  on  the  fringe 
of  our  Western  prairies,  they  are 
there  to  serve  their  Master  and  His 
Church  by  caring  for  the  sonls  of  these 
most  abandoned  ones.  The}-  stand  as 
silent  actors  in  the  great  drama  of 
immigration.

In  the  Mission  Field 

WHAT  IS  A  HOSTEL? 


One  could  not  better  describe  a  Hostel 
as  the  "Home"  of  the  New-Canadian.  There 
the  Catholic  woman  from  over-seas  is  wel- 
comed as  a  sister,  cared  for  and  directed 
in  her  first  ventures  in  this  land  of  her 
choice.  Only  those  in  close  touch  with  the 
work  can  appreciate  what  this  contact  means 
in  the  life  of  the  immigrant. 

There  are  three  distinct  periods  which 
ordinarily  mark  her  life  in  her  new  coun- 
try. The  first  is  one  of  depression  and  lone- 
liness. The  ties  of  family  and  friendship 
have  been  broken:  the  heart  aches  to  be 
alone  a  stranger  in  a  new  land,  but  the 
bright  lights  and  the  untrammelled  freedom 
of  our  city  life  soon  appeals  to  youth.  New 
friendships  and  associations  are  readily 
made.  This  is  the  danger  zone  in  the  life 
of  our  New  Canadian  girl.  It  requires  all 
the  care  and  protection  of  a  "Sister"  to  tide 
her  over  this  period.  Faith  and  morals  are 
then  most  endangered.  The  appeal  of 
liberty  and  pleasure  in  a  land  where  she  is 
not  known  are  strong  and  most  dangerous. 
But  with  care  and  advice  the  new-comer 
soon  adjusts  herself  to  her  new  surround- 
ings and  settles  down  to  her  new  life. 

Who  can  estimate  the  value  of  the  Sis- 
ter's care  in  our  Hostels  during  these  periods 
through  which  the  immigrant  girl  passes? 
She  is  an  angel  of  God  sent  to  protect  and 
direct  souls  exposed  to  the  greatest  dangers.

The  above  does  not  include  girls  out  of 
funds  and  who  therefore  have  to  receive 
temporary  free  accommodation.  During  the 
Summer  months  two  picnics  were  held,  one 
on  July  14th.,  to  Victoria  Park,  Niagara 
Falls,  Ont.,  the  other  on  August  25th.,  to 
Hanlan's  Point.  These  were  well  attended 
and  the  girls  thoroughly  enjoyed  themselves.

THE  SIGN  OF  THE  CROSS  ON  THE 
DOCK. 

A  great  ocean-liner  had  just  arrived  at 
Pier  No.  2,  in  Halifax.  Among  the  immi- 
grants who  landed  were  a  good  number  of 
Italians.  One  could  read  sadness  in  their 
eyes.  What  a  contrast  indeed  between  the 
cloudy  skies  of  our  ^Maritime  Port  and  the 
sun-kissed  shores  they  had  just  left.  They 
felt  so  lonely  in  this  new  country,  not  un- 
derstanding the  language  they  heard  around 
them  on  the  dock. 

In  the  crowd  was  a  woman  dressed  in 
the  flashy  colors  of  her  native  land.  She 
seemed  so  much  alone,  so  isolated  amid  the 
swaying  masses  of  this  motley  crowd.  All 
was  so  strange  to  her  as  she  looked  around 
to  meet  a  friendly  eye.  But  suddenly  a 
Sister  of  Service  comes  up  to  her.  She  sees 
her  silver  cross.  She  rushes  to  her  and 
kisses  her  with  effusion.  Tears  of  joy 
streamed  down  her  bronzed  cheeks.  She 
had  met  a  "Sister"  who  was  there  to  wel- 
come her  to  the  land  of  her  adoption.  The 
silver  cross  of  her  costume  had  marked  her 
out.  It  established  at  first  sight  the  con- 
tact of  Catholic  Faith. 


Edmonton,  Alta. 

Our  .Sisters  in  Edmonton  are  still  con- 
tinuing their  system  of  "Catechism  by  mail." 
Sets  of  questions  are  sent  to  chldren  on 
lonely  homesteads.  These  questions  are 
answered  and  returned  to  the  Sisters  for 
correction,  who,  in  turn,  remail  them  to  the 
children. 


"WITH  THE  REAPERS  IN  THE 
FIELD. ' ' 

Last  year  new  ground  was  broken  in 
our  missionary  work  in  the  west.  Ground 
which,  if  properly  cultivated,  gives  pro- 
mise of  a  fruitful  harvest.  We  refer  to  the 
work  of  catechizing  in  the  country  districts, 


"If  we  make  religion  our  business,  God  will  make  it  our  blessedness." 
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a  work  which  is  possible  only  in  summer, 
that  is,  between  seeding  time  and  the  har- 
vest season.  This  summer  we  have  again 
taken  up  this  valuable  work  and  are  now 
convinced  that  the  good  achieved  is  far  be- 
yond our  wildest  hopes. 

We  have  visited,  this  summer,  five  places 
all  in  the  Province  of  Alberta,  namely: 
Spruce  Grove,  Warrickville,  Kitscoty,  Lloyd- 
minster  and  Hastings  Lake.  As  a  rule  we 
were  met  at  the  station  by  the  priest  of  the 
district  and  often  many  of  the  people.  Our 
reception,  both  by  priest  and  people,  is  al- 
ways sincere  and  whole-hearted,  one  cal- 
culated to  make  us  proud  of  our  holy  voca- 
tion and  more  than  reward  us  for  the  sacri- 
fice of  leaving  our  eastern  homes  for  the 
"great  open  spaces." 

Our  work  which  we  call  class  begins  at 
nine-thirty  in  the  morning  and  ends  at  five- 
thirty  in  the  evening  and  consists  of  the 
hearing  of  Holy  Mass  and  teaching  of  Cate- 
chism, singing  of  Hymns,  lunch  on  the 
lawn,  games,  etc.  The  class  being  brought 
to  a  fitting  close  with  Benediction  of  the 
Blessed  Sacrament.  There  are  some  places 
where  we  cannot  have  .Mass  and  Benedic- 
tion. The  classes  average  from  fifteen  to 
twenty-eight  and  the  attendance  is  regular. 
This  means  great  sacrifices,  for  the  roads, 
at  times,  are,  very  muddy  and  uninviting 
and  many  of  the  children  live  ton  or  more 
miles  from  the  Church  or  the  place  where 
class  is  held.  But  neither  rain  nor  mud 
deter  the  children  from  coming.  At  nine 
o'clock  they  begin  to  assemble — some  come 
on  horseback,  others  in  democrats  and  more 
on  foot.  We  were  really  touched  to  see  two 
little  lads  of  six  and  eight  years  walk  three 
miles  through  the  rain  and  mud,  and  another 
family  drive  over  forty  miles. 

Reviewing  the  scenes  of  our  work  dur- 
ing the  past  summer,  vividly  calls  to  our 
mind  the  Gospel  story  of  Christ  feeding  the 
multitude.  And,  indeed,  is  not  our  work 
Christ  like?  Are  we  not  literally  feeding 
the  multitude  of  Christ's  little  ones  of  the 
prairies  with  the  word  of  life?  The  Hand 
of  'Providence  seems  to  have  led  us  here 
for,  in  this  land  of  vast  distances  and  roll- 
ing prairies  where  the  people  are  so 
scattered,  it  is  impossible  for  the  priest 
single-handed  to  give  sufficient  instruction 
in  Christian  Doctrine  to  all  the  members 
of  his  flock.  We  are  become,  as  it  were, 
the  hand-maidens  of  God's  Ambassadors  to 
prepare  the  children  for  his  coming,  to  in- 
struct them  for  first  Communion  and  Con- 
firmation. Truly  is  our  vocation  a  beauti- 
ful, a  precious  one.

The  Catholic  Hospital  on  the  frontier  line  of  the  Mission  Field  stands  out  as  one  of 
the  highest  expressions  and  living  symbols  of  Christian  charity.  It  has  always  ranked  in  the 
vanguard  of  our  missionary  efforts,  often  blazing  the  way  to  the  return  to  or  the  acceptance 
of  the  true  Faith.  For  as  Pius  IX.  said  to  Ozanam  and  his  worthy  disciples:  "When  the 
world  has  ceased  to  believe  in  miracles  and  sermons  it  still  believes  in  charity." 

The  precept  and  the  example  of  the  Master  has  given  to  the  Catholic  hospital  this  place 
of  prominence  in  the  Mission  Field.  The  corporal  works  of  mercy  are  an  integral  part  of  His 
Gospel.  Do  we  not  read  of  the  'Saviour  that — "He  went  through  all  the  towns  and  villages, 
teaching  in  Synagogues  and  preaching  the  Gospel  of  the  Kingdom  and  healing  all  diseases 
and  infirmities.  Many  followed  Him  and  He  healed  them  all."  (Matt,  xii.,  15).  And  as 
proof  of  His  Messiahship  did  He  not  say  to  the  Precursor:  "The  blind  see,  the  lame  walk  and 
the  lepers  are  cleansed,  the  deaf  hear."  Did  He  not  command  His  Apostles  to  do  likewise: 
"And  into  what  city  soever  you  enter — heal  the  sick  that  are  therein  and  say  to  them:  The 
Kingdom  of  God  is  come  nigh  unto  you."  (Luke  x.,  8-9).  Pius  XI.  in  his  memorable  letter 
on  Catholic  Missions,  orders  the  missionaries  to  take  an  interest  in  the  public  health  of  the 
community  and  to  minister  to  the  sick,  so  that  the  hearts  of  the  people  may  be  easier  won 
over  to  the  Gospel  by  the  kind  offices  of  charity. 

This  lesson  and  example  of  the  Master  was  always  held  in  favor  by  our  missionaries 
throughout  all  ages.  The  first  missionaries  in  our  Western  Field  followed  them  to  the  letter. 
They  were  the  first  to  erect  hospitals  at  various  points  along  the  mission  trail.  The  larger 
Catholic  hospitals  which  now  serve  the  needs  of  our  larger  Western  cities  were  a  few  decades 
ago  but  frontier  hospitals  in  sparsely-settled  towns.  But  with  immigration  the  frontier  line 
has  been  pushed  back.  Can  we  say  that  our  hospitals  have  followed  the  settler  in  the  hin- 
terland of  our  prairies?  The  rapid  extension  of  our  larger  hospital-units  in  the  cities  have 
so  absorbed  our  forces  that  we  seem  to  have  left  the  rural  field  to  non-Catholic  organiza- 
tions. These  various  churches  have  dotted  the  Western  field  with  small  hospital  units  so  as 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  new  settlers.  God  alone  knows  what  havoc  they  have  made  in  the 
Catholic  foreign  settlements  of  our  Prairie  Provinces. 

Is  it  not  a  case  of  saying  with  the  Master:  "The  children  of  this  world  are  wiser  in 
their  generation  than  the  children  of  light."  (Luke  xvi.,  8).  The  multiplication  of  these 
small  Catholic  hospital-units,  in  our  estimation,  would  have  better  served  the  interests  of  Faith 
and  Charity  than  the  present  large  developments  of  our  city  institutions.  A  more  even  dis- 
tribution of  our  forces  would  have  been  more  profitable  to  the  souls  of  our  people  than  their 
concentration  in  our  large  urban  centres.  For  the  rural  hospital  remains  a  missionary  and 
charitable  endeavour.  It  offers  greater  scope  to  the  charitable  efforts  of  the  individual 
sister  and  offers  more  occasions  for  real  Christian  Charity.  Our  present  large  city  hospitals, 
we  must  admit,  are  so  controlled  by  exigencies  of  state  and  civic  a,nd  federated-budget-regula- 
tions, that  the  hands  of  our  Sisters  are  tied  and  their  charity  becomes  as  it  were  commercial- 
ized. Moreover,  the  administration  of  these  large  units  so  absorb  the  forces  of  our  Sister- 
hood that  the  nursing  sister  hardly  comes  in  direct  contact  with  the  patient,  who  is  thus  de- 
prived to  a  very  great  extent  of  her  soothing  care  and  spiritual  influence. 

Under  the  pressure  of  events  we  have  begun  to  realize  this  mistake  in  our  policy.  This 
explains  the  program  of  extension  that  is  now  in  progress  in  various  parts  of  our  Western 
Provinces. 

In  accordance  with  this  missionary  ideal,  the  Sisters  of  Service,  like  some  others,  have 
gone  out  to  the  very  fringe  of  the  country  to  minister  to  the  sick  and  the  dying.  Moreover, 
the  rule  of  their  institute  prohibits  them  from  accepting  large  institutions  in  towns  and 
cities.  It  is  essentially  a  missionary  endeavour.  Pioneer  work  is  the  special  calling  of  the  sis- 
ters who  have  taken  as  the  motto  of  their  life  the  words  of  the  Master.  "I  have  come  to 
sprvp  »  G.  DALY.  C.SS.R.

At  Headquarters

Profession  and  Departure. — On  Octo- 
ber 15th,  Feast  of  St.  Theresa,  Sisters 
Lamonthe  and  Walsh,  both  of  Montreal, 
received  the  holy  habit.  The  Feast  of 
the  Immaeulate  Conception.  Sisters 
Mittow  (England),  Chartrand  (Sud- 
bury), Furman  (Yorkton,  Sask.),  Para- 
dis  (Hamilton),  made  their  first  profes- 
sion. Since  then  they  have  gone  to 
their  various  missions  of  Toronto  Hos- 
tel, Halifax,  Montreal  and  far-off  Ed- 
son,  Alta.  May  God's  blessing  accom- 
pany them  in  their  future  field  of  ac- 
tion. 

Montreal  Foundation.— On  Oct.  29th 
the  O.W.L.  Hostel  of  Montreal  was 
taken  over  by  our  Sisters.  The  even- 
ing of  their  arrival  coincided  Avith  the 
C.W.L.  diocesan  convention.  At  the 
banquet  in  the  Windsor  Hotel,  His 
Grace  Archbishop  of  Montreal  extend- 
ed to  them  a  warm  welcome  and  pro- 
mised his  paternal  care  to  our  humble 
institute  in  his  archdiocese.  ^Sister 
Superior,  Sister  Meade,  in  a  short  ad- 
dress outlined  the  purpose  and  work 
of  the  Order. 


The  ladies  of  the  League  have  been 
most  kind  to  our  Sisters  and  second 
their  efforts  in  their  work  for  the  im- 
migrant girl. 

The  S.O.S.  at  Buffalo.— At  the  Na- 
tional Conference  of  Catholic  Charities 
of  the  United  States  held  last  year  in 
September,  at  Buffalo,  N.Y.a  Father 
Daly,  C.SS.R.,  was  asked  to  read  a  pa- 
per on  our  work.

District  Nursing. 

Camp  Morton  was  the  scene  of  the  first 
missionary  endeavour  of  the  Sisters  of  Ser- 
vice. Since  the  very  foundation  of  this  mis- 
sion a  graduate  nurse  has  given  free  her 
professional  service  to  the  people  of  the  dis- 
trict irrespective  of  race  and  creed.  The 
charity  of  Christ  knows  no  barriers  to  its 
kind  ministrations.  To  wit,  our  Sister 
nursed  the  wife  of  the  Lutheran  Minister 
in  an  adjoining  community.  The  Iceland- 
ers in  the  district,  all  belonging  to  the  Lu- 
theran Church,  are  staunch  friends  of  the 
Sisters  and  call  upon  their  services  for  their 
sick. 


An  Errand  of  Mercy. 


Sister  Brunning  is  well  known  through- 
out the  surrounding  country.  Her  know- 
ledge of  German  has  greatly  helped  to  es- 
tablish contact  with  the  people. 

The  possibilities  for  good  work  through 
district  nursing  is  very  great.  It  opens  the 
doors  of  the  homes  and  allows  the  Sister  to 
spread,  with  the  consoling  messages  of  our 
Faith,  lessons  of  hygiene  and  public  health. 

Vilna. 

The  work  at  Vilna  Hospital  has  ever 
been  on  the  increase.  It  counts  only  one 
year  of  existence  and  already  137  patients 
have  passed  through  its  wards.  To  accom- 
modate a  sick  mother  a  Sister  had  recently 
to  give  up  her  own  bed.  Sister  Demarsh,  a 
graduate  nurse  of  St.  Vincent's  Hospital, 
Brockville,  Ont.,  is  in  charge.  Her  assistant 
is  Sister  Pickup  of  Rochester,  N.Y. 

A  news  item  in  a  local  paper  tells  us  how 
much  this  humble  institution  of  the  S.O.S. 
is  appreciated: 

"This  useful  institution  was  opened  last 
December  by  the  Sisters  of  Service — verit- 
able guardian  angels,  I  call  them — in  the 
building  formerly  the  Bank  of  Commerce, 
which  is  quite  large.  The  building  includes 
the  doctor's  office,  a  surgery  with  surgical

instruments,  dispensary — a  veritable  drug 
store — a  sterilizer  in  the  utility  room  where 
the  doctor  does  his  laboratory  work.  There 
is  a  little  nursery  and  maternity  room,  the 
nurses'  room  and  a  chapel  in  the  garret.  Al- 
together Vilna  is  a  jewel  on  the  plain.*1 

If  our  little  hospital  has  had  any  success 
we  owe  it  greatly  to  the  intelligent  and  de- 
voted services  of  the  Doctor  in  charge — Dr. 
W.  W.  Eadie,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Alberta,  is  a  clever  and  skilful  surgeon. 

In  Sight  of  the  Rockies. 

Edson,  Alta.,  is  our  most  recent  founda- 
tion. Being  a  divisional  point  on  the  main 
line  of  the  CNR.  between  Edmonton  and  Jas- 
par  Park,  Edson  is  an  admirable  location  for 
a  hospital.  South  of  this  point  there  are 
some  5, (KM)  miners  in  the  coal-fields  at  the 
foot-hill  of  the  Rockies. 

On  December  8th,  Feast  of  the  Immaculate 
Conception,  His  Grace,  Archbishop  O'Leary, 
blessed  our  new  foundation.  Sister  Wymbs, 
a  graduate  of  St.  Boniface  Hospital,  who 
served  overseas  during  the  Great  War,  is  in 
charge.  Already  patients  are  coming.  Our 
only  fear  is  that  before  long  the  15  beds 
now  available  .will  not  be  able  to  meet  the 
needs  of  that  isolated  population.  There

THE  MISSIONARY  NURSE. 

The  nursing  profession  is  a  noble  one. 
The  devotedness  and  self-sacrifice  its  mission 
implies  have  now  the  attention,  respect  and 
admiration  of  the  civilized  world.  Be  it  on 
the  battle-field,  or  in  the  slums  of  our  large 
cities,  the  nurse  always  appears  haloed  with 
the  light  of  a  high  ideal;  for  in  the  great 
and  stern  battle  of  death,  she  stands  in  the 
front  line,  often  risking  her  own  life  to  save 
that  of'  her  patient.

becomes  more  pliable  under  the  action  of 
Divine  Grace.  The  very  presence,  the  ex- 
ample and  the  prayers  of  the  missionary 
nurse  wlli  often  awaken  into  a  last  and 
saving  flame  the  embers  of  a  lingering  Faith 
and  an  abandoned  Hope,  and  when  the  sands 
of  life  are  running  low,  she  stands  as  God's 
angel  to  comfort  the  dying  and  turn  his 
thoughts  to  the  great  dawn  that  is  break- 
ing on  the  horizon  of  Eternity. 

How  often  in  the  mission  field  will  she  not 
pour  the  saving  waters  of  Baptism  on  the 
dying  child  who  "like  the  dove,  finding  no 
place  to  rest  its  foot,  returns  to  Him  in 
the  ark." 

Yes,  great  is  her  mission;  noble  her  voca- 
tion. Would  to  God  that  the  Catholic  Church 
had  more  Sister  Nurses  in  the  Field!  Ca- 
tholic Nurses,  let  your  profession  become 
an  apostolic  vocation.

In  every  civilized  country  the  mail-bag  is  vested  with  an  intangible 
sacredness.  Within  the  boundaries  of  our  own  Dominion  the  very  glamor  of 
royalty  accompanies  it  on  its  incessant  march  across  the  continent,  "from 
sea  to  sea."  Always  and  everywhere  an  invisible  royal  guard  seems  to 
surround  the  mail-courier.  Into  cur  cities  and  most  remote  hamlets,  along 
the  prairie-trail,  into  the  snows  of  our  icy  north  he  goes  unprotected  and 
inviolable. 

Who  could  analyse  the  contents  of  the  mail-bag?  Within  the  narrow 
confines  of  its  canvass  walls  are  gathered  all  the  interests  of  humanity.  The 
long-expected  lover's  letter,  the  message  from  an  absent  one,  the  breaking 
of  unexpected  and  sad  news,  the  unwelcome  bill  pressing  payment,  the  solicita- 
tions of  trade,  the  stocks  and  bonds  of  the  busy  mart,  the  government  cor- 
respondence, the  diplomatic  exchanges — the  whole  gamut  of  human  interests 
are  to  be  found  in  His  Majesty's  mail-bag. 

Should  there  be  there  be  no  place  for  the  great  message  of  the  King  of 
Kings'  If  His  Majesty's  mail  has  become  the  vehicle  through  which  the 
social,  educational,  commercial  and  political  interests  of  this  world  are  now 
actively  promoted,  why  cannot  the  Church  make  use  of  it  to  bring  her 
saving  doctrine  to  those  scattered  children  who  live  on  the  fringe  of  the 
country,  out  of  touch  with  an  organized  parish..  For,  the  greatest  tragedy 
of  the  home-mission  field  is  undoubtedly  the  Catholic  child,  born  of  Catholic 
parents,  baptized  in  the  Faith — but  left  without  Christian  instruction  a  prey 
to  all  the  de-Christianizing  influences  of  his  environment.  •"The  little  ones 
have  asked  for  bread  and  there  was  none  to  break  it  unto  them,"  may  we 
say  with  the  Prophet  Jeremias.    (Lamentations  iv.,  4). 

The  Sisters  of  Service  in  Edmonti  n  have  inaugurated  a  Catechetical  Cor- 
respondence Course  for  the  benefit  of  our  great  Home-Mission  Field.  Through 
it  they  are  reaching  hundreds  of  children  scattered  over  the  Prairie  and  in  the 
valley  of  British  Columbia.  Following  a  simple  and  systematic  course  of  les- 
sons they  are  teaching  them  religion  by  mail..  The  purpose  of  their  endeavour 
is  to  keep  alive  the  spark  of  faith  in  the  sonls  of  these  unprivileged  ones  and 
to  fan  it  into  a  burning  flame.  We  consider  this  work  as  one  of  the  most  in- 
valuable service  our  Sisters  render  to  the  Church  in  the  Home-Mission  Field.

Who  will  be  ever  able  to  fully  analyse  the  value  of  the  school  in  one's 
life.  The  child  of  school  age  is  so  plastic  and  so  susceptible  to  the  influences 
then  at  play  around  him  that  we  can  safely  say  that  his  soul  will  throughout 
life  reflect  the  class-room  of  his  childhood.  The  position  taken  by  the  Church 
and  the  struggles  she  has  had  at  all  times  to  maintain,  vindicate  or  re-estab- 
lish it  stress  eloquently  the  importance  of  the  school  in  the  life  of  a  Catholic. 

But  if  there  is  a  place  where  the  influence  of  the  Catholic  school  is  of  a 
tremendous  value  to  souls  it  is  undoubtedly  the  mission-field.  There  the 
Church  is  not  yet  fully  organized.  The  contact  with  her  authority,  her 
teaching  and  her  sacramental  life  is  intermittent.  For  many  these  con- 
ditions form  the  danger  zone.  The  children  are,  generally  speaking,  their 
unconscious  victims.  How  many  poor  children  are  to-day  lost  to  the  Faith 
in  our  Western  Provinces  for  that  want  of  Catholic  environment  !  Many  of 
them  have  been  literally  robbed  of  their  faith  by  the  activities  of  unscrupulous 
proselytizers. 

How  different  would  be  the  present  conditions  of  the  Church  in  Western 
Canada  had  we  dotted  the  country  with  Catholic  schools.  Had  we  even  manned 
our  Catholic  school  districts  witli  Catholic  teachers,  what  a  different  tale  the 
Church  would  have  to-day  to  tell ! 

The  first  and  primary  object  of  the  Sisters  of  Service  is  to  take  over  these 
schools  in  unorganized  districts.  The  teaching  Sisters'  vocal ioti  in  these 
small  schools  among  our  own  people  is  to  hold  the  line  of  battle  until  the 
Church  is  organized  into  parishes,  as  is  the  case  in  the  Fast.  Could  there  be 
a  more  noble  endeavour,  a  more  useful  task  at  the  present  hour'/ 

Our  ambitions  are  crippled  only  by  the  number  of  our  teaching  Sisters. 
The  need  of  vocations  is  great.  Would  it  be  said  that  our  Catholic  children 
—  the  lambs  of  Christ's  flock — are  to  perish  because  there  were  no  shepherds 
to  be  found  to  minister  to  them,  to  lead  them  in  the  green  pastures  of  Ca- 
tholic life.  Teachers  who  read  these  lines,  ponder  over  this  and  ask  your- 
selves before  God  if  it  is  not  His  divine  will  that  yon  should  also  go  into  this 
harvest.  Life  after  all  is  only  worth  the  work  we  put  into  it.  Could  there 
be  a  greater  life-time  endeavour  than  the  present  one  we  here  offer  you.1

IT  IS  WORTH  WHILE. 

Sister,  won't  you  please  tell  us  why 
you  left  home  and  came  away  out  here 
to  teach  school?  The  child  that  asked 
this  question  not  long  ago,  was  puzzled 
as  to  why  one  should  leave  what  she 
considered  the  best  in  life,  to  teach  in 
a  country  school.  This  same  question 
occurred  to  my  mind  a  few  days  later. 

A  knock  at  the  class-room  door? 

How  unusual  to  have  visitors  so  early 
in  the  morning!  "Just  a  minute — look 
over  this  work,  class,  111  be  right 
back." 

"Good  morning!"  (Surely  this  is 
a  mother).  Would  children  ever  cling 
to  anyone  except  a  mother  with  such 
love  and  confidence.  The  reply  to  my 
greeting  made  me  understand  that  the 
woman  spoke  not  one  word  of  English. 
"Well,  Rosie,  come  and  be  the  inter- 
preter." Oh,  yes,  just  arrived  from 
Europe  a  few  days  ago.  Very  anxious 
to  get  the  children  right  into  school. 
It  is  so  necessary  for  them  to  speak 
English. 

The  two  children,  a  delicate  looking 
boy  of  seven  and  a  little  girl  of  six, 
cling  steadfastly  to  the  mother.  They 
were  loath  to  leave  her  to  begin  life  in 
such  a  strange-looking  place.  With 
tears  in  her  eyes  the  mother  gave  them 
over  to  my  care.  Then  slipping  a  small 
piece  of  money  into  my  hand  to  buy 
them  books,  she  tenderly  kissed  her  lit- 
tle ones  and  went  quietly  away.  Soon 
the  sobbing  ceased.  In  spite  of  the 
fact  that  the  children  understood  noth- 
ing of  all  I  said  to  them,  it  was  not 
long  before  they  looked  quite  a  bit  at 
home.  Then  I  was  able  to  go  back  to 
my  class.  The  question  was  answered. 
Why  had  I  come? 


the  Missions 

The  Sister  of  Service  teacher,  on  the 
day  of  her  profession,  pledged  her  life 
according  to  rule  to  the  particular  care 
of  the  children  of  the  immigrants  in  the 
rural  districts  of  Western  Canada.  She 
cherishes  her  vocation.  Her  sacred 
calling  is  from  God.  With  loving  gra- 
titude she  accepts  it  from  His  hand,  for 
she  knows  it  is  not  given  because  of 
any  merit  on  her  part.  Likewise  she 
accepts  the  accompanying  responsibil- 
ity. Since  the  Master  has  called  her 
to  be  His  assistant,  He  will  give  her 
every  necessary  faculty  to  fulfil  the 
mission. 

Western  Canada  is  settled  mainly 
by  Catholic  immigrants  from  Europe, 
and  they  continue  ta  pour  steadily  in. 
They  usually  settle  down  on  farms  and 
seek  a  livelihood.  They  hurry  their 
children  off  to  school,  for  they  must 
begin  at  once  to  learn  the  language  of 
the  country. 

The  teacher's  opportunities  are  all 
the  greater  in  getting  the  child  at  an 
early  age.  For  a  good  beginning  near- 
ly always  makes  a  good  ending.  All 
her  teaching,  be  it  English  or  any  other 
subject,  is  only  a  means  to  an  end — the 
establishing  of  Christ  's  kingdom  in  the 
heart  of  the  child.  The  earlier  the 
foundation,  is  laid  the  stronger  will  the 
structure  be. 

Strictly  speaking,  this  is  the  par- 
ents' duty.  Here  is  the  teacher's  first 
work.  She  must  cultivate  most  care- 
fully the  hand  of  love  existing  between 
parent  and  child,  which  is  inherent. 
The  child  quickly  learns  the  language 
of  the  country  and  adopts  its  prevailing 
customs.  Pride  lurks  in  the  human 
heart  and  he  is  apt  to  expect  the  same 
of  his  parents,  which  is  impossible.  If 
the  teacher  succeeds  in  strengthening 
and  preserving  the  love  of  the  child 


Sunshine  scattered  in  other  lives  makes  our  own  radiant. 
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for  its  parents  in  cases  where  it  is  in 
danger,  she  has  done  much. 

The  Sister  of  Service  deals  with  the 
rural  child.  Its  day  is  divided  between 
the  home  and  the  school.  He  is  free 
from  the  attractions  for  pleasure  found 
in  city  life.  This  is  of  great  advantage 
to  the  teacher.  She  finds  in  nearly 
every  case  that  the  child  is  a  fond 
lover  of  nature.  From  early  spring  un- 
til summer  holidays  she  is  kept  busy 
finding  the  names  of  newly-discovered 
flowers  and  the  latest  birds  returning 
from  their  southern  homes.  In  this 
work  is  found  a  sure  stepping-stone  to 
lead  the  child  from  the  creation  to  the 
creator.  And  a  child  that  can  see  God 
in  the  sky  above  and  on  the  earth  be- 
low is  most  likely  to  love  Him  for  a 
personal  Friend  all  the  days  of  his  life 
and  for  his  reward  in  eternity. 

The  Sister  of  Service  teaches  in  the 
public  school.  Is  it  not  here  she  is 
most  needed  when  the  children,  all  or 
nearly  so,  are  Catholic?  At  a  certain 
period  in  each  day  she  is  at  liberty  to 
teach  Catholic  doctrine.  Then  she 
gets  an  opportunity  of  preparing 
classes  for  First  Holy  Communion  and 
Confirmation. 

And  so  one  day  flits  rapidly  by  and 
is  ushered  in  by  another,  each  one  to 
be  sown  with  little  acts  of  kindness. 
Sometimes  it  is  only  a  smile  or  a  kind 
word  that  is  needed,  but  all  will  bear 
fruit  if  well  sown.  Though  the  harvest 
may  not  be  for  us  to  reap  it  matters 
little.  Reapers  are  always  to  be  found, 
but  where  are  the  sowers? 

To  be  entrusted  with  the  care  of 
children  made  to  the  image  and  like- 
ness of  God;  to  train  their  wills  and 
make  them  see — how  fine  and  large  and 
useful  life  may  be!

OUT  WHERE  A  TEACHER  IS  MORE 
THAN  A  TEACHER. 

A  teacher's  life  as  a  Sister  of  Service 
is  well-filled  with  a  variety  of  worth-while 
tasks.  When  she  has  attended  to  her  school 
work  she  may  branch  off  to  social-service 
work  in  any  of  its  phases,  if  she  can  find 
the  time  and  energy.  Or  she  can  fill  all 
her  spare  moments  giving  religious  training 
to  the  little  ones. 

Each  of  these  western  schools  is  cap- 
able of  such  a  marked  individuality.  That 
is  a  very  interesting  thing  about  them.  They 
are  filled  with  children  who  are  very  frank 
and  trusting,  many  under  no  religious  di- 
rection whatever,  from  parents.  Others  have 
attended  non-Catholic  services,  prayer-meet- 
ings, revival  meetings  and  the  like,  till  they 
have  become  distrustful  of  all.  "I  have  pray- 
ed for  faith,"  one  child  said,  "and  I  don't 
know  whether  I  shall  ever  get  it." 

Here  and  there  one  finds  an  ardent  little 
soul,  attracted  by  the  stories  of  God  and 
His  truths,  longing  for  more  knowledge  of 
Him — caught  in  God's  net.
